Mrs. Robert MacAskill, presi 
dent of the county society current 
ly conducting its annual Easter 
Seal fund campaign, said the pro­ 
gram began in Elyria, Ohio, to 
1915 when E. Phipps Allen dis 
covered a great need for a pro­ 
gram to help crippled children 
His own son killed in an accident 
he became interested to promot­ 
ing medical facilities and was 
among 
those 
instrumental 
to 
establishing a hospital to his home 
community. Through his connec­ 
tion with the hospital he met a 
crippled youngster who called 
him “Daddy Allen” and, as he 
began to take an interest in the 
one youth, he found there were 
many crippled children needing 
aid to help them overcome their 
handicaps. He secured the support 
of the Elyria Rotary Gub to estab­ 
lishing a special children’s hos­ 
pital and with Rotary support 
various crippled children’s so­ 
cieties came into existence. In 
1922 the national Crippled Chil­ 
dren’s Society was formed largely 
through the efforts of Rotor urns.

In 1923, Mrs. MacAskill noted, 
three years after Rotary was 
founded 
here, 
the Gettysburg 
club appointed a crippled chil­ 
dren's committee with Herbert L.

Violent Storms, Floods, 
Tornadoes Deal Death And 
Damage AcrossThe Nation

Violent storms and floods, fol­ 
lowing the pattern of destructive 
weather in March, dealt death, 
widespread damage, misery and 
inconvenience to thousands in 
the eastern half of the nation 
today. 
The storm pattern covered 
nearly all types of precipitation. 
And tornadoes swept areas in 
Mississippi and Alabama, killing 
three persons. Galelike winds, 
rain and hail lashed areas to the 
southland. 
Floods drove thousands from 
their homes in four states, most 
of them in the rain-stricken 
Ohio River valley. Many high­ 
ways and roads were inundated. 
Bridges were washed out. Many 
schools were forced to close. The 
Red Cross and National Guards 
men aided in evacuation. 
HEAVY RAINS 
The turbulent weather in the 
South set off more torrential 
rains in the Ohio River valley.

Kentucky and rain splashed the 
region for the fifth day this 
month. Weather Bureau officials 
said the rain may end in many 
areas today. 
Snow, sleet and rain hit areas 
from Oklahoma and Texas to 
New England. Nearly a foot of 
snow fell at Tahlequah in east 
era Oklahoma during a surprise 
storm Monday. Amounts meas 
ured eight inches at nearby 
Muskogee, with snow in most 
parte of the state except in east 
era sections. 
SLEET AND RAIN 
Another belt of snow, sleet and 
rain pelted areas from Kansas 
and Arkansas to Southern Illi­ 
nois.

M&lan, pioneer in social work in 
the county, had conducted a sur­ 
vey in showing 105 county young­ 
sters were in need of help be­ 
cause af some type of physical 
handicap. The survey was the 
basis for the formation of the 
local 
Rotary 
Cub committee 
headed by the then editor of The 
Gettysburg Times. 
Miss McMillan had not only 
surveyed the county to deter­ 
mine the number of crippled 
children, but had bought her 
first car, in 1921, to transport 
children to hospitals in cities 
nearby for treatment. When the 
1923 
Rotary 
committee 
was 
formed it decided to bring the 
specialist to the children and 
Dr. John Rugh, Philadelphia, 
a noted surgeon, was secured 
by the Rotary Club committee 
to come here to operate on a 
number of children. 
SOCIETY FORMED 
The Adams County Crippled 
Children's 
Society 
was 
then 
formed to carry forward the 
work begun by the Rotary com­ 
mittee. Later Dr. R. S. Saby of 
the Rotary Club was president 
of the Crippled Children’s So­ 
ciety for many years and Dr. 
Frank Britcher, also a Rotar- 
ian, served for many years on 
its hoard of directors. 
In 1935 the Easter Seal cam­ 
paign was held for the first 
time and since then has proven 
the main financial support of 
the Crippled Children’s Society. 
Mrs. MacAskill reported that 
the purpose of the Adams Coun 
ty Society for Crippled Chil 
dren and Adults is designed to 
‘‘find, care and treat” all handi­ 
capped persons in the county. 
Equipment, 
transportation 
to 
clinics and, in some instances, 
drugs are provided by the so­ 
ciety. The society maintains a 
physical therapy treatment cen­ 
ter 2VV days a week at the War­ 
ner Hospital. Mrs. MacAskill 
introduced Jerry Wandell, the 
physical therapist who conducts 
the program at the hospital, 
and Debbie Carson, one of the 
youngsters being treated, who 
has been designated as the “Ad­ 
ams County Poster Girl of the 
Year.”

Ousted Black Muslim To 
Fight White Supremacists

NEW YORK (AP)—Malcolm 
X, outspoken Black Muslim ad­ 
vocate of racial separation, has 
defected from the parent organ­ 
ization to form his own mosque 
to promote “active self defense 
against white supremacists in 
all parts of the country.” 
Malcolm told The Associated 
Press Monday: 
*1 am still a Muslim . . . I in­ 
tend to work on my own among 
America's 22 million non-Mus- 
lim Negroes to convert them 
from nonviolence to active self- 
defense against white suprema­ 
cists in all parts of the country. 
ONCC WAS HEIB 
*'I want it clearly understood 
that my advice to all Muslims 
is that they stay in the Nation of 
Islam under the spiritual guid­ 
ance of the Honorable Elijah 
Muhammad. 
"It is not my desire to en- 
corage them to follow me.” 
Malcolm once was considered 
heir apparent to Muhammad, 
who makes his headquarters in 
Chicago. He was head of the 
sect's New York City Mosque 
and the group's leading spokes­ 
man. 
Noted for his bitter verbal at­ 
tacks on white people, Malcolm 
was suspended by Muhammad 
in November after he said in a 
speech that President Kenne­ 
dy's death was a case of “the 
chickens 
coming 
home 
to 
roost" 
CLAY NOY WANTED 
Commenting on his suspen­ 
sion, Malcolm said: 
“I have 
reached the conclusion that I 
can best spread Mr. Muham- 
mads message by staying out 


of the Nation of Islam and con­ 
tinuing to work on my own. . . .*' 
Asked if heavyweight cham­ 
pion Cassius Clay, a member of 
the Black Muslims, would be a 
part of his new organization, 
Malcolm replied: 
“No. I wouldn’t want Clay to 
take any position which would 
endanger his international rep­ 
utation and position as heavy­ 
weight champion of the world.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Labor Department for the first 
time has published figures indi­ 
cating that total unemployment 
may be far higher than the 4.5 
million persons shown in latest 
official statistics. 
The new figures, presented to 
Congress %long with President 
Johnson's report on manpower, 
include persons “not in the la­ 
bor force” in addition to the 
jobless. 
“ It is the first such set of fig 
ures we have been able to get 
up.” said Secretary of Labor W. 
Willard Wirtz. 
STILL INCOMPLETE 
Union officials for some time 
have contended that federal fig­ 
ures do not measure the true 
extent 
of 
unemployment 
be­ 
cause they list only those active­ 
ly seeking work. 
Union spokesmen have esti­ 
mated that the real unemploy­ 
ment total may be close to dou­ 
ble the official federal figure, 
when taking into account part­ 
time work by those who want 
full time jobs, and discouraged 
persons who have given up the 
search for work and do not even 
show up in the statistics. 
While the new Labor Depart­ 
ment figures are incomplete, 
they give an inkling of the sit­ 
uation. They also show that per­ 
sons with the least education 
are most heavily represented in 
the unemployed or “not in the 
labor force” categories. 
EDUCATION A FACTOR 
The figures show that among 
white men aged 45 to 54 with 
four years or less of education, 
221 out of every 1,000 are not 
working. Of these, 84 are listed 
as unemployed and 137 as not 
in the labor force.

(AP)—The 
leader of the Black Muslims 
predicts the Negro will not turn 
to violence in the quest for 
equal justice. 
Elijah Muhammad made the 
observation in his Phoenix home 
today after learning that his 
former top aide, Malcolm X 
was breaking away from the 
organization. Malcolm X said 
bis action was an effort to con 
vert the 22 million non-Muslim 
Negroes "from nonviolence to 
active self - defense a g a i n s t 
white supremacists in all parts 
of the country.” 
The 65-year-old 
Muhammad 
spoke quietly of the defection, 
his eyes sometimes watering. 
"My people are more adapt 
ed to peace," he said. "They 
believe in peaceful solutions." 
He said Malcolm X is too 
smart to start any violence, 
adding that "he has no guns, no 
ammunition." 
Malcolm X had been a Mus­ 
lin for nine years.
